POSSE SCOURING HILLS 


la Search of Companions Who 


Escaped After Fusillade of 


Shots. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Sept. 2.— 


The body of a train robber, slain by 
Engineer Frank Stewart of Colorado 
Midland, Passenger Train No. « in an 
attempt to hold up that train at 
midnight, was taken to 
Leadvilie 


early 
today 
and 
simultaneously 


posses were sent out from Flor^risant 
and Divide to search the hills for 
two companions of lite train robber 
who fled when Stewart shot the ban- 
dit down, after a desperate 
duel. 


Engineer Stewart was shot in the 
leg and is in a serious condition froin_ 
loss of blood. 
The bandits failed to 


get any booty. 
The robbery occurred four miles 


east of LHvide at midnight. 
Evi- 


dently it was the intention to rob the 
express car, which carried a specia' 
consignment 
of 
several 
thousand 


dollars. 
The train was flagged by 


one of the bandits wiio walked out 
on the track and pointed to a huge 
boulder which had been rolled upon 
the track. 
Simultaneously a second 


robber climbed over the tender and 
leveled two guns at the engine crew. 


- He ordered Stewart and the fireman, 


Paul Bachmau. to stop the train anil 
get down. 
They did so and 
_ the 


three bandits marched them back to 
the express car. 


While two of the bandits starteu 


firing along the sides of the train 
to prevent interference the third or- 
dered Stewart to call upon the ex- 
press messenger to open his car. As 
Stewart complied Bachmau dodged 
under the car as if to escape. throw- 
Ing the "bandit off bis guard. Stew- 
art seized a rock, struck the bandit 
in the face and then closed in with 
him. 
They struggled on the ground 


for several minutes. 
Finally the en- 


gineer wrested the revolver 
away 


and Shot the bandit dead. 
At the 


same time the other two 
bandits 


fired at him, wounding him once in 
the leg. 
The passengers and the rest of tha 


train crew were aroused and starteu 
a fusillade, accidentally wounding an 
unknown tramp who was stealing a 
ride. 
Despite his wound. Stewart was 


carried back to his cab and ran his 
train four miles until he met number 
4, on which he was brought to Col- 
orado Springs. 
He was 
semi-con- 


scious when he arrivt-d here early 
this mftrning. 
He was able to de- 


scribe the hold up vividly, however. 
He says the man he shot was evi- 
dently a Swede as he spoke in a 
broken tongue. 
He had the appear- 


ance cff a laborer. 
The others also looked liked lab- 


orers. 
All three highwaymen, 
h 


said, wore crude disguises. consist- 
Ing of gunny sacks, wound around 
the head and over the shoulders so 
as to obscure the lower part of the 
face.

really think that outside nations have 
a J aster idea than our own people of 
the magnitude and success of the 
work. I wish our people realized what 
is being done on the isthmus. 
If a 


man of intelligence who had never 
left this country asked me whether I 
would revise him to make a short trip 
to Europe or a trip to the Panama 
canal I would without hesitation ad- 
vise him to go to tbe Panama canal. 
He would there see in operation the 
completing of one of the great feats 
of modern times. 


Colonel Gnethals and the men work- 


Ing under him are rendering a service 
to this country which can only be 
paralleled in our past history by some 
of the services rendered !n certain 
wars. 


Six years ago last spring the Amer- 


ican government took possession of 
the isthmus. The first two years were 
devoted to tbe sanitation of tbe isth- 
mus, 
to assembling tbe plant and 


working forr-e and providing quarters, 
food and water supplies. In all these 
f-oints the success was extraordinnry. 


From one of the plague spots of the 


globe, one of the most unbealtby re- 
Sk>ns in the entire world, tbe isthmus 
has been turned into a singularly 
healthy place of abode, where the 
death rate is small and where hun- 
dreds of children are now being raised 
un'Jer as favorable conditions as in 
most pnrts of the United States. 


The quarters, food and water supply 


nre excellent and the plant the best 
ever gathernl for such a purpose. Ac- 
tive excavation on a large scale did not 
b»gin until January. 1907. Three years 
und a half have gone by sluce then, 
and three-fifths of the total excava- 
tion has already been accomplished. 
The amount taken out has passed any- 
thing which previous experience war- 
ranted us in believing to be po*s«bleL 


In 1008 and 1909 tbe moutbly aver 


age of rock aud earth removed was 
3.000.000 cubic yards notwithstand- 
ing tbe fact thyif nine month* of each 
year constituted a season of very 
heavy ralufall.

achievement. As a people we are 
rather fond of criticising ourselves 
and sometimes with very great Jus- 
tice, but even the most pessimistic crit- 
ic should sometimes think of what is to 
our credit. Among our assets of the 
past ten years will be placed the ex- 
traordinary ability, integrity and suc- 
cess with which we have bandied all 
the problems Inherited as the result of 
the Spanish war. the way we have 
handled ourselves in the Philippines, in 
Cuba, In Porto Rico. In San Domingo 
and in Panama.

Fortify th« Canaf. 


We now have a further duty to per- 


form la connection with it. and that is 
to fortify it. We are in honor bound 
to fortify It ourselves, and only by so 
doing can we effectively guarantee its 
neutrality and, moreover, effectively 
guarantee that It shall not be used 
againrt us. 


The chief material advantage—cer- 


tainly one of the chief material advan- 
tages—which we shall gain by its con- 
struction is the way in wiich it will 
for defensive purposes dou'o.'.; the pow- 
er of the United States navy. 


To refuse to fortify it and. above all. 


to consider for a moment such an act 
of titter weakness and folly as to In- 
vite other nations to step in and guar-
